G.S.R. 656(E).-~(E) - Whereas a draft of certain rules further to amend 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, was published, as rec|uired by 
Sub-Section (1) of Section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 
(37 of 1954), at pages 1 to 8 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part 11, Section 
3, Sub-Section(i) dated the 30'^ December, 2002 under the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of 
Health), Number GSR 852(E) dated the 30*^ December, 2002 inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of 
a period of sixty days from the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette 
containing the said notification, were made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made available to the 
public on the 1 ^ January, 2003. 

And whereas objections or suggestions received from the public within the 
specified period on the said draft rules have been considered by the Central 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 23 of the 
Said Act, the Central Government, after consultation with the Central Committee 
for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules,l 955, namely:- 


1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration 2nd 

(Amendment) Rules, 2003. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, (herein after referred to as the said 
• rules), after rule 48-IX the following shall be inserted, nanielv;- 

“ 48E- Sale of Fresh Fruits and Vegetables - The Fresh Fruits and Vegetables shall be free 
from rotting and free from coating of waxes, mineral oil and colours”. 

3. In appendix B of the said rules:- 

(a) for iteni A.08.() I, ilie following shall be substituted, nanielv;- 
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“A.08.01 - (1) Coffee (green raw or unroasted) means the dried seeds of Coffea 
arabica, Coffea liberica. Coffee excelsa or Coffea canephora(robusta) with their husks 
(mesocrap and endocarp) removed. 

(2) Roasted coffee means properly cleaned green coffee which has been roamed to a 
brown colour and has developed its characteristic aroma. 

(3) Ground coffee means the powdered products obtained from ‘roasted coffee’ only 
and shall be free from husk, 

(4) Coffee( green, raw or unroasted), ‘roasted and ground coffee' shall be free from 
any artificial colouring, flavouring, facing, extraneous matter or glazing substa.RC^S ftPd 
shall be in sound, dry and fresh condition, free from rancid or obnoxious flavour, 

(5) ‘Roasted coffee’ and ‘ground coffee’ shall conform to the following analytical 
standards;- 


(i) Moisture (on dry basis) m/m 

(ii) Total Ash (on dry basis) m/m 

(iii) Acid insoluble ash 
(on dry basis) m/m 

(iv) Water soluble ash 
(on dry basis) m/m 

(v) Alkainity of soluble ash 
in milliliters of 

0.1 N hydrochloric acid 
per gram of material 
(on dry basis) m/m 

(vi) Aqueos extracts 
(on dry basis) m/m 

(vii) Caffeine (anhydrous) 

(on dry basis) m/m

Not more than 0.1 percent

(b) for item A.08.02. the following shall be substituted, namely: - 

'A 08.02 “ Chicory means the roasted chicory powder obtained by roasting and 
grinding of the cleaned and dried roots of Chicorium intybus Lin with Of without the addition 
of edible fats and oils or sugar, like glucose or sucrose in proportion not exceeding 2.0 percent 
by weight in aggregate. It shall be free from dirt, extraneous matter, artificial colouring and 
flavouring agents.
